Earlier, 
crews returned to work in W ashing­ 
ton, Battle Cree'., M idi., and Alex­ 
andria, Va. 


Strikers also returned to work in 
Nashville, Pittsburgh, St. Louis and 
Dallas, Texas, and reportedly wore 
prepared to end their walkout in 
other 11 ti cs. 


Tin* buck-to-work moves came a 
few hours after President. Trum an’s 
appeal to the .striking switchmen to 
encl their ‘‘unlawful" walkout. 


Early today, a top ranking labor 
union official in Washington, said 
the strike, which has disrupted the 
nation's transportation system for 
the last three days, has been settled. 
T I.ere was no immediate confirma­ 


tion of the reported settlement from 
either top union or rail officials. A 
statement on the “ whole situation” 
was promised later bv union officials 
in Washington. 
A 
poke:-man for the l f lh Army 
in Chicago said there was “ a very 
definite trend of a return to work” 
among the strikers in Chicago and 
St. Louis. He said a check of rail­ 
roads in the two cities indicated 
union 
officials were rounding 
up 
crews for morning shifts. 
It was in Chicago, Hie nation’s rail 
center where the strike .started la it 
Wednesday. A local union president 
said chiefs of the Chicago locals had 
decided to end the walkout. 
In Washington, the Brotherhood 
of Railroad Trainm en said union 
officials were making “ another et- 
fort,” lo get all the strikers back to 
work. This announcement was made 
before the reported agreement on all 
issues in the wage and hour dispute 
between the union and the railroads. 
Terms of the reported agreement 
were not immediately disclosed.
